Trichinosis, a malady ocaused
by eating infected pork, has the

only communicable- disease more
prevalent in the United States
than in any other ¢ountry in
the world. In a report, recently
issued by the' Public ‘ Health
Service, it is estimated that 16,
000 detectable cases of human
trichinosis actually occur in this
coufitry . every year, -although
only about 400 are officially re-
ed, As a result of autopsy
findings, it was also disclosed
that = somewhefe in' the neigh-
borhood of 265,000,000 people
(one in every six) are infected
with these parasites. All of this

This disorder is caused by a
microscopic roundworm (Trichi-
nella spiralis) which is liberated
in the stomach or intestines dur-
ing digestion unless killed in
cooking or in the curing and
fréezing processes which are
employed in_ treating’ hams and
certain other pork pwoducts.

The fatality rate from trichi-
nosis is generally about five per
cent, ‘although in some known
outbreaks it has averaged as
high as 10 per cent. The serious-
ness of the infection . depends
largely on the number of tri-
chinae that have been ingested
and also on the ability of the
individual to combat the dis-
ease. 5
Since the disease has symp:
toms common to many other
maladies, trichinosis is very dif-
ficult for the physician to diag-
nose, It has been confused with
a host of other ailments rang-
ing from arthritis to typhoid
fever, and not infrequently it
is mistaken for heart disease.
Once the parasites are lodged
within the body, no medications
can get rid of them.
